The Editor will not assume responsibili- 
ty for the facts or opinions concerned in such communications and 
he will remain the sole judge of their suitability for publication. 
Anonymous letters will not be considered, but names will be with- 
held from publication if so desired. 


COLLEGE LOYALTY. 

Robert E. Speer in a lecture on ‘‘The Marks of a Man,” once 
said, that there is no trait or characteristic that is more essential to 
true manhood than loyalty. Might it not also be included as one 
of those finer traits that every student should try to acquire, but the 
one that should be preeminent above all others is loj’aaltv to the par- 
ticular institution in which he or she is enrolled. 

When we enroll at Elizabethtown College w’C automatically 
become one of a select group of those who should possess, what may 
be called, an “Elizabethtown Spirit.” If we cannot live up to the 
ideals that this “spirit” demands we are not the possessors of true 
college loyalty. Systems and schemes which characterized other 
institutions that may have been attended must be given up and the 
ideals and principles which Elizabethtown College upholds must be 
willingly supported. 

It seems to be the opinion in some circles on the campus that 
Elizabethtown College is inferior to all other institutions, because 
of the absence of certain practices and customs prevalent in other 
institutions. Let us not forget however that in the absence of some 
of these things there is a great advantage and a point of strength. 
Elizabethtown College is a unique institution; here, as in few 
institutions, is a place where spiritual values are equally emphasized 
with scholarship and sportsmanship, and where there is a fine social 
spirit to color the lighter side of life. It is small in enrollment but 
therein lies a great advantage. It permits one to have personal 
contacts with professors and classmates w'hich would not be possible 
at larger institutions. Let us become aware of the opportunities 
that Elizabethtown College affords. 

Many times on our local campus students are heard making 
remarks wdiich are not suggestive of the highest degree of college 
loyalty. They will criticize those in authority; they will speaak de- 
structively of those policies which are in vogue o,n the hill and very 
enthusiastically suggest policies which they, in their “infer- 
ior minds,” consider better. This is not a thrust at student partici- 
pation ; it has its place, but destructive criticism is not participa- 
tion. Let us remember that the college administration will gladly 
hear any suggestions from the student body ; Why not voice our 
adverse criticisms to the proper authorities? 

Instead of broadcasting our disapproval to things which do 
not exactly meet our individual tastes let us in the spirit of college 
loyalty support our institution and the lofty ideals for which she 
stands ! 

Elizabethtown College needs your loyalty; from everv stu- 
dent in her halls she has a right to demand it ! Why not become a 
real Elizabethtown College Student ?

Furthermore, in the scheme of 
liberal education there is a place for 
athletics. Life that has no strong, 
sound, well-developed body is not 
sane.

There are real 
benefits derived from athletics, such 
as delight in recreation that tries 
one’s skill and courage; the joy of 
comraleship in struggle; the sense 
of losing sell in the spirit of the 
whole team; and the pride and satis- 
faction of a well-earned victorp. It 
also brings alertness, self-restraint, 
resolution, pudgment, and self-con- 
trol when i nder proroeation and 
prompt decision in sudden emergen- 
cy. 

But after all, the first and highest 
task of the college is the making 
of mental and moral muscle. The 
college must tighten up a man’s in- 
tellectual and Spiritual gearing. Col- 
lege should help a student to learn 
the value of discipline, to acquire the 
art of study, and to build habits of I 
promptness, accuracy, and thorough- 
ness. It is here ^ a student must 
learn the meeod, the endurance, and 
resourcefulness that rtailroad sys- 
tems, business corporations, and 
school .administrators demand of 
their men. Here the cornerstones 
or ideals of early life are built upon. 
One of the fundamental requisites 
to a useful life is devotion to early 
ideals in life. These ideals will be 
enlaiged and readjustment is bound 
to come but moral principles should 
never be sacrificed. Honor and vital 
religion must be clung to tenacious- 
ly. There is no substitute for re- 
ligion. Happy is that man who is 
true to his boyhood ideals and never 
sacrifices moral principles. May 
each student catch the ideal life as 
portrayed by George Woodbury: 

“Fear not to act as your ideal 
shall command, in the constant pres- 
ence of that other self who goes 
with you; so shall you blend with 
Him at the end.

boat to make several nose dives. In 
spite of this, however. Prof. Rose 
asserts that he was still able to main- 
tain his equilibrium and had no oc- 
casion to eJCperience the malady 
commor to such circumstances. 

He spent two weeks in England 
and says that he had very little 
trouble in becoming accustomed to 
travel on the left hand side of the 
road. Points of interest visited in 
England were Westminster Abbey, 
London, Dover, and other centers of 
historic and literary value. 

Prof. Rose was not very favorably 
impressed with Holland or Belgium 
One thing of interest in Holland 
however, was the general boom in 
the field of building. This seems to 
be an indication of proseprity. 

On the fourth of July, Prof. Rose 
entered Germany where he spent 
seven very interesting weeks. He 
says that the German people are 
very sociable, friendly and court- 
eous. 

While in Germany he attended the 
celebrated Passion Play at Ober- 
Ammergau. a village in Upper Ba- 
varia. This play is presented de^ 
cennially. The rendition of the play 
took seven and one-half hours from 
8 to 11:30 A. M. and from 2 to 5:45 
P. M. 

Other points of German interest 
visited by Prof. Rose were Weimar, 
the Athens of Germany during the 
eighteenth century, Heidelberg, fa- 
mous for its castle and old universi- 
ty, and Prrankfort-on-the Main, the 
birthplace of Goethe. At Ulm on the 
Danube Prof. Rose reports having 
had a very interesting experienc* 
when he climbed the highest church 
spire in the world. The spire on 
this Cathedral at Ulm is 500 feet

high. “This climbing however is 
rather hard on limbs”. Prof. Rose| 
says, “and has to be taken rather 
slowly.’' He had a similar experi-. 
ence at the Magnificent Cologne ^ 
Cathedral which he climbed under, 
the supervision of a guide. St. i 
Peter’s Bell was one of the interest- j 
ing features of this Cathedral.

At Munich., a center of drama, art. 
and culture. Prof. Rose saw on the 
stage the first of Schiller’s great 
plays — “Die Rauber” which was 
written in 1781. 

At Wittenburg he saw the door 
where Luther nailed his Thesis and 
also the Castle and church where 
Luther preached and is buried. Prof. 
Rose lodged in the Kloisterhaf op- 
posite the university where Luther 
taught and was a professor. He 
also visited ,tihe famous oak tree 
where Luther burned the Pope’s 
Bull. In the Market Square is also 
located the famous statue of Luther 
and Melanchthon. 

Prof. Rose’s travels in .Switzer- 
land were particularly confined to 
the famousTell Region and around 
Lake Luzern. At Kussnacht,. the 
place where Tell shot Gerzler, Prof. 
Rose took dinner at the William Tell 
Hotel and had a drink from the cele- 
brated M'^illiam Tell fountain. 

One experience sems to be upper- 
most In Prof. Rose’s summer’s trav- 
els and that is his climbing of seven 
Alpine Passes, namely the Arlberg 
Pass, the, Flexenyooh in the Tyrol 
reg.on, Brenner Pass in Italy, Janfen 
Pass in. Italy, and Julier Pass. Via- 
mala Pass, and Oberalp Pass in 
Switzerland. While climbing the 
Julier Pass, which has an elevation 
of 7200 feet, the party was caught in 
a rain storm and on the way down 
a snow storm. 

In Austria Prof. Rose received a 
scratch on the tender of his car but 
he seems to be real proud of this 
and it is rather doubtful whether he 
shall have this renovated for some 
time at least. 

The pleasure of the tour through 
Southern Germany, Austria, North- 
ern Italy, and Switzerland was due 
to the competence of Mr. Wilhelm 
Hiller, principal of the schools of 
Stuttgart. Mr. Hiller is an authori- 
ty on the history and the scenery of 
theise regions. Prof. Rose was ac- 
companied by Mr. Hiller for three 
weeks and they traveled on some of 
the famous roads in the Lecht volley 
which date back to the time of Au- 
gustus.

Dr. Hamer Sees Need of Educating 
Rural People

Dr. Hamer sees the need of edu- 
cating the rural people of our coun- 
try as being greater than ever be- 
fore. As a result of his study of 
American rural life in his thesis 
“Master Farmers of America and 
Their Education,.” he has cited out- 
standing reasons for their needing 
education. He points out that the 
rural people need protection from 
the menace of unscrupulous politi- 
cians,. from high-powered salesmen 
of worthless securities, and from ex- 
aggerated, untruthful advertising 
agencies. 

Dr. Hamer advises that rural peo- 
ple need not seek extensive cultur- 
al education if they do not wish it,, 
but should at least keep informed 
of the scientific advances in their 
own work. “Their education need 
not be confined to the school train- 
ing.” Dr. Hamer said, “but it should 
be a life-long process.” 

In his extensive investigations of 
national farm situations there is in- 
cluded a study of our good farming 
locality in Lancaster County. The 
thesis will be published by the Iowa 
State University.

Visit Quincy Orphanage and Mont 
Alto Sanitorium 


Friday, October 17, Professor Wen- 
ger took his Pathology Class to study 
conditions in the Quincy United 
Brethren Church Orphanage and the 
State Sanitorium at Mont Alto. The 
class was very courteously shown 
through the various departments of 
the Orphanage including the work 
shop, bakery, and printing shop, by 
Mr. Summers and Miss Smith, the 
latter being a former student of the 
College. In the workshop various 
toys are made which are put on sale 
for visitors; the bakery bakes all the 
bread that is used in the home; one 
printing shop is utilized both for pri- 
vate and public business. The group 
was remarkably impressed by the 
cleanliness of the dormitories, which 
are kept in good shape through the 
cooperation of the matron and the 
inmates. It was surprising to note 
the universal Interest that these 
waifs of humanity possessed for their 
work. 

After spending a few pleasant 
hours at Quincy, the party journeyed 
to Mont Alto, at which place they 
were escorted by Dr. McCutcheon. 
The first places of Interest were the 
consulting rooms of the hospital 
where an examination of the throats 
and mouths of each patient is made. 
Contrary to current opinion, it was 
learned that fifty per cent of the dis- 
eases are located in the throat and 
mouth, and not In the lungs. The 
X-ray room was of special note be- 
cause it is here that X-rays are taken 
of the various stages of the disease. 
Various slides impressed the group 
with the insidious onslaught of tu- 
berculosis. The nature of the treat-

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EDITORIAL 

TEMPTATIONS UPWARD 

There are many temptations, men say, in the modern college, and so 
there are. Wherever there is life, there is the testing of life. There are 
no temptations in the cemetery, but we have no desire to be carried there. 
To be alive is to feel, to choose, to grapple, and a good life is a good fight. 
If we go outside the College — into the bank, the law office, the subway, the 
political caucus — are there no temptations there? The college cannot abob 
ish temptations, but it can provide temptations upward, allurements and 
seductions into the higher life. 

The whole business of a College Faculty is to furnish temptations up- 
ward. They call the student into the laboratory and hand him the micro- 
scope or the test tube or the balance. They tempt his natural curiosity, they 
try to start him interrogating nature, searching for facts and laws. Then 
they take him into an English Class. They let him hear Shakespeare sing- 
ing, "Fear no more the heat o’ the sun, nor the furious winter’s rages;’’ or 
Robert Louis Stevenson crying, "Paint on distant lands and seas my Odyssey 
of battle." Does he respond? Does his piiilse begin to beat and his imagina- 
tion begin to, work? Or does he still prefer the cheap magazine with the 
gaudy and impossible girl on the cover? The Faculty take the student into 
a course in the history of art. They explain to him the Corinthian Column 
and the grouping of the figures in the Sistine Madonna. Does he respond? 
Or does he still prefer the colored, “Sunday Supplement?” They bring him 
before some great leader of moral and spiritual progress; they let him hear 
Abraham Lincoln or James Bryce. Does he respond? Does his spirit take 
fire and does he dedicate his life to the service of the world? No power 
can coerce him. Dr. Faunce of Brown University has said, “You can lead 
a student to college, but you cannot make him think.” All a College Faculty 
can do is to furnish the temptation to think, to understand, to serve, to lead 
humanity, and make it as vivid and winsome as possible.” 

Can you as a student of Elizabethtown College stand the freedom that 
It offers? It will not coerce you. We frankly confess that it has its temp- 
tations— like the railroad station and the stock exchange. But we also be- 
lieve that here on College Hill are many allurements to knowledge, to wis- 
dom, to unselfish friendship, and to stalwart character. The Faculty is 
offeiing temptations that will lead us to a higher plane of living; they are 
being offered to us daily. Why not yield to them, and thereby gain a high- 
er appreciation for the finer and more worthwhile things of life?

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The kind of judging most of us do requires no skill, no insight into the deep 
workings of another’s heart and mind. Most of our judging is fault-finding, 
grumbling, and criticism, and indulging in what is known as neighborly gos- 
sip. Anybody can find fault. That’s easy. And through years of practice, 
it has become so natural to do it that it takes a great and noble nature to 
rise above this well-nigh universal habit. 

If you must judge, judge kindly. Let the golden rule mete orft your 
words. Imagine you are the other person, telling about yourself the story 
that is falling from your lips about him. Now, what would you like to have 
him say about you to the person with whom you are talking? Would you 
be delighted to have him tell the story you are relating? No? — Well, then, 
should you tell it? Be as friendly to tire absent one as you wish your friends 
to be to you when you are not present. 

You never judge others? Do not be over-confident. Test yourself. 
Try to live today without uttering one word of criticisb or thinking one 
fault-finding thought of others, and at night take an inventory of your words 
and thoughts. 

Judging is dangerous. It is a poisonous habit, and we can not afford 
to leave any room for it in our hearts. John Wesley wrote in his diary one 
day; “Today I grieved the divine Spirit by speaking uncharitably of one 
who is not sound in the faith. Immediately i was in great darkness.’’ We 
cannot keep the jeace of God in our hearts unless our human relations are 
as they should be. 

There is only one way to be free from the wicked habit of judging; 
that is to let the love of God crowd it out of the heart. His love will cleanse 
the heart and write therein the law of kindness. It will fill the heart with 
that heavenly, inexhaustible love that never changes. Then kindness will 
not be intermittent. It will not be dependent upon the attitude of others, 
but it will be as constant as the rays of the sun that brings us light and 
heat, regardless of what we say about the bright orb. Its shining depends 
upon what the sun is, not upon what we are. What a glorious iirivilege — 
to let life be a receptacle for the love of God, from which all may drink and 
■‘see that the Lord is good ! ’’

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EDITORIAL 

DO YOU EVER “THINK” JUST A LITTLE BIT? 

Are you one of the many that are so busy “going to college” that you 
don’t have time to think? If so. read on. 

There are many students who get so interested in just “going to col- 
lege” and wrapped up in the many activities that accompany American col- 
leges and universities today that they forget to think. Everything rushes 
them so that they hardly have time to finish one task or activity till another 
one is due. These “students,” or rather “college attendants”, are always 
having a social, getting ready for a test, memorizing a lesson, rushing to a 
class, reading the paper, writing letters, criticizing someone or something 
they didn’t like, seeing the girl or boy friend, going to the show, taking a trip, 
or any one of a thousand other things. 

Now, the type being referred to is not always one who gets poor grades 
necessarily, for many get good grades and yet are not what the writer be- 
lieves to be real students or “thinkers”. They may outline the material in 
their text books, take notes in class, make reports once in a while, etc., and 
then get an A or B. Outside of the time in class and the times they are 
outlining from the book, these supposedly good students think nothing about 
the principles they have studied, and do not apply them in their words nr 
actions, but only consider these. statements and facts when an examination, 
is to be given. A year or so later, this type of individual doesn’t “remem- 
ber” anything, for it was just memory in the first place, and after the ex" 
aminations were over there was no incentive to remember. 

A good illustration of this is afforded by many students who have 
been heard to say that all they got out of their Psychology course was “No 
psychosis without neurosis,” and they don’t even know the tremendous im 
port of that law or principle. 

What good is an education going to do such students? Absolutely no- 
thing, unless they learn to reason and to make the principles they learn and 
the knowledge they acquire part of their own thinking and a guide for their 
actions. Students had better learn a few principles and acquire a little 
knowledge and actually think them through and make them a part of them- 
selves than to learn all the facts in the textbooks and not understand them 
and not be able to interpret their meaning into their own life. 

Learn to think ! It doesn’t take any extra time but only an attitude 
of inquiry and the application of reason to your experiences recorded in your 
mind so that you will be able to interpret and understand them. Figure out 
what the reasons for your own and others actions are, the why of this or 
that social institution, how what you are learning can help you live a more 
reasonable life, and make an attempt to understand everything you know. 

If you want to be real students and to enjoy life, be a “THINKER.”

When comparing Elizabethtown 
College with other colleges one 
should not think of numbers only. 
Recently there have appeared in the

With this ideal and aim in mind, all 
fads and specialties, and all methods 
may be weighed in the balances and 
credited for what they are really 
worth. It is not the object to pro- 
duce a gymnast but to produce the 
highest type of physically perfect 
men and women, which is the ulter- 
ior aim, compels the forfeiture of ex- 
cessive development in any one di- 
rection. This program also makes 
over-exercise and over training in- 
consistent with the real objective. 

To achieve an ideal system of de- 
velopment, classes must necessarily 
be segregated into groups. Each 
group which would be characterized 
by a physical handicap would receive 
certain constructive exercises. This 
stage of efficiency is gradually being 
approached in the, field of physical 
training at Elizabethtown College. 

The second step in this extensive 
program is to provide for the girls 
a period of time (two hours per 
week) when they can enjoy a state 
of complete relaxation. This is even 
more essential to the welfare of 
girls than to that of boys. 

Then also, each girl will receive 
through physical training a valuable 
quality which will better enable her 
to enter the teaching profession 
This is an active happening many 
times.

The Spirit of Christmas annually descends upon the world. For n 
little space the enmities and animosities, the trials and annoyances of work- 
aday life, the sorrows and anxieties are forgotten. Prosperous humanity 
turns its thoughts to humanity in suffering, and seeks to bring to those in 
want and in distress at least a fragment of the spirit which is abroad through, 
out the land. 

Memory turns back to old friends, greetings are exchanged, college 
students return to their homes, family ties are strengthened and general 
friendship, kindness and good will prevail — but how long? 

When the brief holiday season is over, the spirit of Christm'as seems 
to vanish. Old friends are forgotten, and happy memories of other days 
are submerged under the pressure of the business of to-day. 

M hy not retain the Essence of the Christian Spirit throughout the 
year, and by so doing nfake the world a better place in which to live? 


, NEW YEAR. 

For all of us there shall be another year; tor some of us It will be a 
really new year. Automatically we pass into 1931. For some students it 
may really be >an old year, like the mechanical repetition of a phonographic 
record with the same old raspings and scrapings attached to the tune; while 
for others the new calendar will mean novel achievement, original adventure 
and fresh service to the world. The New Year which now we are about to 
face, which we are soon to create, of what sort shall it be? •' 

Perhaps the best way we can help the world to-day is simply by think- 
ing:. It is vastly easier to fight than to think, yet all fighting without think- 
ing IS sure to end in defeat. “To think means to put to oneself some of the 
urgent questions of the modern world and force ourselves to find the ans- 
wer,’’ says Dr. Faunce, President of Brown University. 

Some of the following are questions that are confronting us at the 
present time. How many have you thought about? What is Democracy? 
How can an expanding nation be true to a written constitution? How can 
we reconcile patriotism and an international mind? How can we make in- 
dustry democratic and yet keep it efficient? What are the rights and duties 
of employer and employed? 

Shall we throughout 1931 help the chaotic world by seriously think- 
ing about it? The very, essence of Education is discussion, discrimination, 
hearing both sides, and all sides and slowly — not violently or cynically- 
making Up one’s mind where truth and duty lie. 


In the last issue of the “Times’’ 
there appeared an article on “Use 
of the College Library’’ which ap- 
parently was ba ed on a casual read- 
ing of some statistics concerning li- 
brary service at a few sister intitu- 
tions of considerable higher rating 
than Elizabethtown. This article 
has aroused considerable discussion 
on the campus and it is well that it 
should for a library is indispensable 
in securing a college education in 
the twentieth century. 

One of the first, things that has 
provoked discussion is the writer’s 
frequent use of the term perhaps. 
This term is too vague and uncertain 
to be used as a basis for discussion, 
and yet he goes on and writes an 
article on a live subject. This can 
hardly be excused in college circles. 
Before attempting to write on an.v 
subject is not careful study first 
necessary? A student would not 
attempt to write a term paper be- 
fore he has read widely. One of the 
benefits we should receive from our 
college education is the withholding 
of opinions or conclusions until thg 
facts are assembled. 

The writer also stressed the ab- 
sence of fraternities, parMe', dances, 
etc. on the campus. That this is a 
splendid thing no one -will deny or 
even question. Instead of attending 
a wholl round of social events, how 
joyfully and willingly the students 
enter the library in quest of know- 
ledge: How a student is delighted 

on finally receiving the long-desired 
book which his classmate had been 
using and which a dozen other stu- 
dents may want! How graciously a 
kind Providence smiled on us and 
directed our weary' footsteps toward 
Elizabethtown and not elsewhere! 
Praise be to His name! But we 
must ask why refer to these popular 
aspects of college life in this con- 
nection? Fraternities, parties, dan- 
ces, etc. do not fall within the scope 
of libiary interest and service. Why 
not hold to the subject and exclude 
material of a foreign nature? 

W'e hope it will ilot be considered 
a digression if we make a few perti- 
nent comparisons. Until recently all 
forms of intercollegiate debating 
was not known on the campus: now 
it is an established activity. Only 
within recent, year-j have there been 
“Y’’s’’ on the caiiipus and partici- 
pation in “Y’’ conferences. Formerly 
a “Y” secretary would hardly dare 
venture on the campus. The above 
activities were not excluded on their 
merits or demerits, but, solely on the 
basis that other colleges have them 
and Elizabethtown was to be differ- 
ent. Isn’t it just as ridiculous to at- 
tempt to ignore the library practice 
of other colleges that were doing a 
high .grade of work before Elizabeth- 
t/iwn was organized? 

We repeat that a college library 
Is Indispensable to the student 
Without it he would be seriously 
handicapped. Fellow students, here 
is a live subject that should chal 
lenge our best thought. Let us read 
widely, think deeply,, compare notes 
and then speak and write. Unless 
we pursue an exhaustive policy, this 
mooted question will never be solv- 
ed. The library is here to be used 
■wisely. Let us always exercise good 
judgment when we enter its sacred 
precincts. So let us use the library 
more, appreciate it more than form- 
erly, and then we will “knock" less, i

in charge of the examinations might 
advise a second time. In such event 
the said student would not appear 
again for examination for a degree. In | 
fact, they would likely advise him 
to take up another line of activity I 
or try a school where standards are 
not so high. 

“As an illustration in the transfer 
of credits : if a Junior of Elizabeth- 
town College would feel that he has 
training equivalent to that of a sen- 
ior he might go to Chicago Unversi- 
ty and try the comiirehensive exami- 
nation for a Baccalaureate degree. 
Or If a man who has failed in an ex- 
amination for doctor’s degree at 
some University would wish to take 
comprehensive examination for such 
a degree at Chicago University he 
could do so. Dr. Frederick Kelly, 
who spoke on this subject at the 
Williamsport Convention said that 
Chicago University is willing to be 
called an ‘examination school.’ 

“Dr. Kelly remarked that in the 
matter of transfering credits to State 
Departments of Public Instruction or 
other Universities details have not 
been worked out. 

“The plan is not at all original 
to the thinking of the new 
president of Chicago Universi- 
ty. but Dr. Kelly stated that the plan 
has been in evolution for a number 
of years and is in some ways pattern- 
ed after the European Universities. 

“The one big and strategic prob- 
lem which the University admitted- 
ly faces lies in the ‘comprehensive’ 
examination. A definite effort is 
made to formulate these examina- 
tions. After the different examina- 
tion.s have been administered they 
will be published and will be for 
sale. 

“Elizabethtown students should 
keep themselves posted on the new 
plan and keep on the look-out for the 
new type of examinations. Probab- 
Iv when they are seen one will give 
the conventional yell of Chicago. 
‘Hands Up.’ ”

WHO IS TO BLAME ? 

One of the hardest things for a person to do is to take blame, and pro- 
nounce himself guilty for the unfortunate outcome of something in which he 
figured. If there is any possible means whereby he can affix this blame on 
others he does so. But when circumstances do not permit the blame to be 
placed on some individual, environment or fate offers a splendid camouflage 
for personal error, and many there be who find in it a means cf self justifi- 
cation. The beauty of this latter philosophy lies in the fact that responsibili- 
ty is removed from the individual and placed on a defenseless theory which 
cannot retaliate to the unjust accusations of which it is the recipient. Un- 
doubtedly there must be an inner satisfaction in the feeling that personal 
errors are inevitably the result of circunictances, and that the success of 
others lies not in their betterment, but in the fact that the circumstances 
figuring, conspired for a more favorable outcome. Circumstances have a 
rightful place as determiners, and at times coerce a certain procedure. It 
is not the purpose of these lines to dispute or to minimize their value, but 
to rest placidly on the assumption that “I’ll be what fate has decreed me to 
be’’ is harmful. If Bunyan had taken that attitude as he sat for 12 years 
in prison, his masterpiece would have remained unborn. The coal minCg of 
England failed to keep Cadman from international fame. The poverty and 
rusticity of Lincoln’s environment formed no barrier to his success. Painful 
as it may be the fact remains that life apportions to us the exact reactions, 
that action on our part stimulates. In life we see what we look for. If 
faults are outstanding in others — faults are what w'e are looking for. An- 
other person, having the same conspectus but a different motive may com- 
pletely overlook a most paramount fault. In the second place we get from 
life exactly what we are ready to receive. “To him that hath shall be given’’' 
is but saying that what you receive is in direct proportion to w’hat you are 
ready to receive. The appreciation resulting from a musical rendition is 
relative, subject to the individual hearers. In Biblical parlance we call it 
‘ISeed’’ and “Soil”. Half of Succe s at least depends on the individual. It 
is therefore unfair for any person to set himself up as an absolute standard, 
and judge, blame or eulogize a thing by his reaction thereto. L. P. R.

EDUCATION AND LIFE. An ad- 
dress on the Alumni War Memorial 
Foundation at Milton Academy by 
Ernest Martin Hopkins, Houghton 
Mifflin Company, Boston and New 
York, 1930., $1.50. 

Believing there has been a greater 
change in the mind of the world in 
the last decade and a half than there 
was in the previous century and a 
half, the President of Dartmouth 
gives us a concept of education de- 
signed to meet the kaleidoscopic situ- 
ation the individual faces in life to- 
day. His essential theme is that 
the primary obligation of education 
is to form a habit cf mind capable 
of dealing with new conditions. Such 
an attitude involves first understand- 
ing ours Ives, for in his own words, 
the President believes the unforgiv- 
abie sin to consist in violating one’s 
own personality; sscond, understand- 
ing the worid outside of us. Accord- 
ingly, education must strive to estab- 
lish a process whereby the student 
g ts some idea of the whe'en :ss of 
knowled.ge, and of the indispensable 
truth that no fact is of final import 
except in relation to other facts. 

What do such principles Involve? 
Simply that the student acquires 
some appreciation of v/hat mental 
discipline signifies in right thinking, 
obtained by going far enough in some 
individual subjects that he shall un- 
erstand something of how intellect- 
ual command of a given field is at- 
tained. However, since genuine ed- 
ucaton is self education persuasion 
somehow must be injected into these 
processes so that they will ”'e accept- 
ed as reasonable and indispensable. 
It will at once be seen that Dr. 
Hopkins calls for a combination of 
the most valuable elements in both 
older and more recant educational 
tl pory. Moreover, he reiterates in 
further contrast that it is not the 
function of education to promote pro- 
pa.ganda, or to propound any prin-

The class 
winning three successive games be- 
came permanent owner of the cup. 
To add interest at times the boys 
would divide into commercial and 
literary teams or perhaps Day stu- 
dents vs. Boarding students. 

In the spring Baseball and Tennis 
were enjoyed by many, it might be 
interesting to the present students 
to know that for a long time the 
tareba’l diamond was locat.^d in the 
driveway close to the Fairview 
Apartments .Tennis courts had been 
located on the south side of Alpha 
Hall and also along the driveway 
close to the new gymnasium. Thus 
intra-mural athletics were engaged 
in most heartily by boys and girls. 

With the growing of the institution 
changes were brought about in ath- 
letics. The Alumni of the College 
took an active interest in the physi- 
cal development of the students 
during the school year 1922 — 23. 
They purchased the twenty-two acre 
plot of ground at the north-east side 
of the campus. Soon a beautiful 
lake was formed by building a long 
wall to impound the water. A de- 
lightful place was created for boat- 
ing and skating. In 1926 the athle- 
tic field was graded. Eleven new 
tennis courts were made. The cli- 
max of their effort was reached in 
1928 when the long dreamed of gym- 
nasium-auditorium was realized. The 
playing surface of the gymnasium 
being one of the finest in this part 
of the state. | 

With this change came a change ' 
in the type of game played. The ] 
old rough and tumble game gave j 
way to a scientific demonstration of 
speed, accuracy and team-work. The 
spirit of competition with other 
schools could not be quelled any 
longer. Pressure increased to the 
point where the Trustees of the Col- j 
lege during the school year of 1928 — 
29 granted the request to engage in | 
intercollegiate contests with the ex- . 
ception of football. 

A new era in atheltics at E town 
College started. Everyone is watch- 
ing what course this new phase of 
athletics will take. There are many 
advantages to be gained. However, 
it must not be forgotten that athlet- 
ics were made for the student and 
not the students for the athletics. 
May it never be said of E-town Col- 
lege that she is over-developing the 
few to the under-development of the 
many. Play hard — Play the game — 
if you lose — be a man.

During our participation in the World War, when many industrial 
plants were working over-time to keep up with war orders, I heard the prin- 
cipal of one of the big high, schools of Akron, Ohio, ask a conference of edu- 
cators this question; “What can 1 say to my boys thae will keep them in high 
school when they are offered sixteen dollars a fiay for working in Ian automo- 
bile tire factory?" 

What do you say now? Could he present the ultimate value of a high 
school education so effectively as to offset the present value of the high wage 
offered his boys? You will agree that he and all other principals at that 
time had a real difficulty under those conditions in keeping boys in school. 

When wages are high, it may be a question whether one should con- 

linue his education or work to earn money. 

In a time like this, when economic conditions all over the country are 

difficult, when wages are low, when there is much unemployment, conditions 
are reversed and it pays best to devote one’s time to earning credits in high 
school or college. 

A boy or girl who has good health and a good mind, who has complell- 
fcd high school, shuld be able to find enough work of various sorts in the col- 
lege neighborhcod to meet necessary expenses. 

There will be friendly souls on the faculty and in the community!

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EDITORIAL 

Editor’s Note — (The recent petition signed showed a lack of knowledge con- 
cerning the World Court, so the following editorial was prepared. 

PROGRESS TOWARD PEACE. 

American adherence to the World Court increases the interest in steps 
being taken by other countries to provide peaceful means of settling disputes 

The World Court, proposed by the United States at the First Hague 
Conference in 1899, again proposed by the United States at the Second Hague 
Conference in 1907 and accepted in principle then by the nations, and finally 
brought into existence in 1920, largely through the skill and wisdom of the 
American statesman Elihu Root, is intended primarily to settle “Justiciable” 
questions, questions of law, which can be dealt with satisfactorily by a court 
of law. 

Many serious disputes, particularly those likely to lead to war, cannot 
be satisfactorily dealt with by a law-court. It frequently happens that both 
sides are legally right, as for instance in the case of a strike in one of our 
communities. Except in special cases where some violation of a contract 
or agreement is involved, there is no law that can be used to settle a strike. 
It is a matter for negotiation and give-and-take between the parties concern- 
ed. Many serious international disputes are of this sort. Hence the 'World 
Court, important as it is. is not alone sufficient to prevent all war. 

To meet this need, a new sort of treaty has been developed. It is very 
simple. It pledges the parties to it never under any circumstances to go to 
war with each other. It pledges them to submit their quarrels over legal 
questions to the World Court, if they fail to settle them themselves. It binds 
them to submit other controversies, which they are unable to settle, either to 
the Council of the League of Nations, or to some other body, for investiga- 
tion, consideration and settlement. And it pledges t^em to abide by the de- 
cision so reached. 

Many pairs of nations have made such arrangements, as between them, 
selves, to settle all disputes which may arise. The Locarno Treaties are a 
similar group binding Germany with France, Belgium, Czechoslovakia and 
Poland. A more general form of treaty of the same sort, known as the “Gen- 
eral Act of Pacific Settlement,” has been worked out by the League of Na- 
tions, and has been already accepted by several nations. These nations are 
bound to settle in their way all disputes which may arise with other coun- 
tries that have likewise signed the Treaty. 

France was the first of the great powers to accept the General Act. 
which was ratified practically unanimously by the French parliament. At 
the recent Imperial Conference the members of the British Commonwealth 
of Nations decided to accept it, so there is likely to be in the near future a 
rapid spread in this systematic organization of means for settling disputes 
peacefully. 

The United States, in joining the World Court, is not proposing to bind 
itself to submit disputes to the Court for settlement. We are merely making 
available for ourselves one more effective weapon of peace. We will remain 
free to decide in every case whether to use it or not. But by having it avail- 
able we will have considerably increased our chances of avoiding entangle- 
ment in war.

day. In stating his views on prob- 
lems facing the church and in 
delving into the personal problems 
of the members of his flock he fear- 
lessly’ expressed himsslf and always 
stood firm upon his convictions 
Though such declaration often met 
opposition, he generally could give 
a Biblical reason for positions taken. 
In public meetings and in private 
be would sternly rebuke individuals 
as well as congregations and still 
retain their love and affection. 

As a minister of the gospel he was j 
noted for his forceful presentation 
of truth in both the German and Eng- 1 
lish languages. He was a good stu- ! 
dent of the Bible and kept himself i 
well informed on the problems con- i 
fronting the church of his day. In 
times of perplexity his counsel was 
eagerly sought by individuals and 
churches. He served as presiding 
elder for a number of congregations 
during his active years. Congrega- 
tions tha.t were established and built 
up under his administration have 
now been subdivided into a number 
of grow-'ng congregations. 

To recount the details of his active 
life would fill pages of inspiring read- 
ing material. His' records show that 
he performed several hundred mar- 
riage ceremonies and officiated at 
over seven hundred funerals. He 
baptized a large number of persons 
held many series of evangelistic 
services, and served on the District 
Mission Board and on the District 
Ministerial Board for years. He 
was generally present at the meet- 
ings of the district and always added 
inspiration to an assembly. He fre- 
quently served as an officer of the 
District Meetings. 

He was active not only in his lo- 
cal congregation and in his own state 
district but also in the work of the 
church as a whole. A number of 
times he served as a delegate on the 
Standing Committee of the General 
Conference. On different occasions 
he was selected as a member of 
important committees of the gener- 
al brotherhood. 

In the active period of his life he 
was also vitally interested in the 
education of the young people of the 
church. He himself attended Pala- 
tinate Institute. Myerstown, Pennsyl- 
vania. a school for the training of 
teach rs, which school later became 
Albright College. Aftewards he al- 
so attended the Millersville Normal 
School and taught in the public 
schools of Lebanon and Lancaster 
counties for a number of years. When 
a meeting was called at Reading in 
1898 to consider the founding of a 
college of the Church of the Breth- 
ren in the Eastern District of Penn- 
sjdvania. it was he who moderated 
the meeting. -At this meeting he was

It seems to me that we would do 
well to correct this situation. Not 
every body can write songs and good 
that such is the case but every per- 
son can take a tun like, “Maryland, 
My Maryland” and set words to it. 

There 
is enough talent on College Hill to 
take tli3 tune of some departed auth- 
or, set words to it and by so doing 
rende- the College good service and 
the students less occasions for em- 
barrassment. Possibly the absence 
Of this type of songs is due to the 
lack of inducement Why don't 
some person offer a p”ize for the 
best theme song, or why don’t some 
class make the writing of sonvs a 
project? — Any means at all, j' St so 
we get the songs.,, 

THE LIBRARY. 

It is not the purpose of these few 
paragraphs to start a discussion, but 
we must a k a question that con- 
cerns quite a number of students. 
The question is as follows: Why 

must ihe library be crowded so often 
during the day and literally be pack- 
ed every evenmg? With this con- 
gested condition ara connected a few 
things that are hardly of college 
quality. We refer first to the search 
for books if they have already been 
taken from the shelves. The dis- 
tractions that arise out of this search 
is enough to disgust any student who 
really wants to study. If you are 
so fortunate as to capture your de- 
sired book it is often a question 
where to attempt to study. TUink 
Of a stud'nt standing at a window or 
occupying a chair with book on 
knees copying a few facts for class 
the next day! From the continual j 
exercise going on in the library and 
from the constant stream of students 
passing in and out, it may reasonab- 
ly be proper to ask whether the li- 
brary has not become a gymnasium 
annex. Aren’t the conditions often 
more conducive to physical develop- 
ment rather than to mental exercise? 
Tinder the conditions that often pre- 
vail real studying is well nigh im- 
, possible. 

It might also be to the point to 
ask whether half of the dormitory 
students should be expected to call 
at the library during an evenin.g 
period? Is this reasonable? 

Possibly, if the professors who 
make library assignments would 
take inventory and arrange their 
work On a basis that recognizes the 
other fellow, we will be rid of these 
undesirable conditions. Then we can 
really study and not merely collect 
facts.

Interesting educational experiments are fermenting in several Ameri- 
can colleges, but they are too lew. Maybe some of them are freakish. The 
professional old guard says so in unmistakable terms. But the old — be it 
stratified rock or human beings — always rebels with the impact c'’ new ideas.

“Caponsacchi” Is 
Senior Choice For 
Presentation 

Cast Chosen For Play Which Will 
Be Coached By Dean Shaeffer 

The Seniors have chosen “Capon- 
sacchi’’ as their annual play to be 
given on Friday evening. May 22. 
This is a play in three acts, includ- 
ing also a prologue and epilogue 
based upon Robert Browning Brown- 
ing’s poem, “The Ring and the Book’’ 
It was arranged by Arthur Goodrich 
and Rose A. Palmer. 

The scene of the Prologue and 
Epilogue is laid in a Court of Jus 
tice at the Vatican on an afternoon 
in February 1698. The first act will 
consist of a carnival scene in early 
March 1697, eleven months earlier. 
It is the night of the Carnival at 
Arezzo. The action takes place in 
an open public pavilion which is the 
center of the carnival celebration. 
The remaining scenes of the play 
are variously laid in Caponsacchi’s 
Cell, in Guido’s palace, and at an Inn 
At Castlemeovo near Rome, at Pie- 
tro’s home near Rome and again at 
the court of Justice at Rome. 

The play is intensely exciting and 
deeply affecting. There is not a 
moment of dullness from the begin- 
ning to the end, and the different 
scenes have been arranged with ex- 
traordinary skill.

EDITORIAL 


A COLLEGE EDUCATION IN “TEN EASY LESSONS” 

It has been stated that school teachers, especially men, have no great 
future before them. What then, is the college graduate to do for a liveli- 
hood? What is the matter with the current educational institutions of our 
country? Where is it leading us? 

It is not the fault of the college senior that there is nothing else for 
him to do after he has been graduated than to teach. The youth of today Is 
looking to the fact that theory and fundamental things that afford a sub- 
stantial basis of education do not form the concept that it should to enable 
him to continue in life as he did while in school. Theory and a fundamen- 
tal basis is necessary, but a more specialized training is desired with it, to 
make developments complete. 

It is true that the youth of today is in too big a hurry. They are 
wanting a college education in “ten easy lessons” and “by mail.’’ 

Mechanical instruction tends toward mechanical i;hinking. When one 
thinks as a robot his field of endeavor is limited by definite boundaries. To 
limit an education is to limit the worth of an individual to society as a whole- 
If more time and consideration was taken by students In selecting their 
courses, and if colleges and universities would offer to a certain degree, 
more specialized subjects of a vocational nature better results might be 
realized. 

The present system is leading us to believe in a youth that is not satis- 
fied with the present educational system. One who is not satisfied will not 
strengthen the motives of self-development. It is correct when it is said 
that the youth today is arousing questions, bringing about disputes, and us- 
ing a degree of broadmindedness in settling them. The young man and wo- 
man of today is making greater efforts to secure an education that will not 
only form the basis of self-development but also one that will educate him 
for specific work. The criticisms are leading to new plans and new systems 
of education. High institutions of learning are changing their systems to 
meet the demands of those in the quest of knowledge. To a certain degree 
the “hurry up” policy is being adopted that the brighter student might com- 
plete his work sooner that those not so easily adapted to learning and retain- 
ing what they have learned. The next ten years will see greater strides in 
education than we have witnessed in the last ten years.

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EDITORIAL 

AFTER SOPHISTICATION WHAT? 

John Erskine in the IRedbook Magazine several months ago wrote an 
interesting article on the above subject. He applied it to the fields of reli 
gion, economics, sociology, and education. In the latter field he made some 
rather interesting applications. 

“Our sophisticated youth is often more eager for a genuine education 
than we admit, and though young people may be ignorant, their natural in- 
stincts are usually sound. In the field of edvcatlon their instincts correspond 
pretty closely to the ambitions their parents have for them. 

At present, in spite of much-heralded reforms, traditional education 
is firmly in the saddle. There must be far more sophistication, far more ex- 
posure of glaring defects, before we can hope for any marked improvement. 
But here it is easier than in most fields to guess at the directions which thei 
improvement will take 

Education will begin like a geometric system, with certain interests 
and attitudes in the individual, taken as axioms, and from that beginning the 
intellectual life will expand, as the rest of life does. In such an expansion 
I don’t know where we shall find the proper moment to confer degrees; nor 
do d care. A sound education will resemble the training of an artist, like 
Michelangel, for example, which begins with the rudimenes of the craft and 
expands until it includes the study of human nature, of history, of science, 
of whatever has concerned the spirit of man. I don’t know at what point of 
Michelangelo’s career it would have been proper to bestow a degree upon 
him. 

So firmly is the academic tradition established, I repeat, that dreams 
such as this will seem laughable. It is easy to defend the tradition. Degrees 
are still necessary, because without a degree you can’t become a teacher. 
Without a degree you can’t enter a first rate law school or medical school. 
These degrees are required by law, under pressure from the members of the 
professions involved who wish to be sure that their future associates shall 
.he cultured. 

According to the tradition, the holding of a degree proves that you are 
cultured, or it indicates that you have for some time been exposed to culture, 
and perhaps some of it has stuck. This logical absurdity will continue until 
there are enough sophisticated people in the world, even in the learned pro- 
fessions, to realize that if you wish to know- whether a man is cultured, the 
way is to look not at his degree but at him. 

Our hope in education is in the kindergarten and in the elementary 
grades, where before the children come within the attraction of the univer- 
sity vortex, they benefit by an education which really expands. This expan- 
sion will continue to press out against the narrowing cone until the cone 
cracks.’’

The opening of the thirty-second 
academic year of Elizabethtown Col- 
lege will occur on Monday, Septem- 
ber 14.

I (Continued from page ono) 
summer in research and study at the 
University of Chicago and two sum- 
mers at Columbia University. His 
major work has been done in the 
field of Education and his minor 
study has been in the field of psj - 
chology. 

Teaching has been the life work 
of Dr. Palmer. He was first engag- 
ed in high school work. Later he 
served as instructor on the faculty 
of the School of Education of the 
University of Pittsburgh. During ; 
these four years of teaching he 
ta'ught classes in his, major field 
and conducted some Extension cours- 
es at Johnstown for the University. 

After establishing a worthy record 
in this position he was elected Head 
of the Department of Education at 
Mary Baldwin College, Staunton, Vir- 
ginia. His teaching in this institu 
tion was, according to the President 
of the college, marked by tact and 
genuine enthusiasm for his work. 
During the past summer session of 
Juniata College he served acceptably 
there as a member of the faculty in 
the Department of Education. 

Dr. Palmer is also becoming a 
recognized authority in Educational 
circles through his publications. He 
was a frequent contributor to the 
Journal of the School of Education 
of the University of Pittsburgh. In ■ 
1929 the Macmillan Company pub- 
lished “Progressive Practices in Di- 
recting Learning.” This text has 
found a place in schools of Educa- 
tion throughout the cojuntry. An- 
other text “Calling Forth Learning” 
is now in press, and “The Psycholo- 
gy of Progressive Education” is in 
manuscript.

value is there in such conferences and conventions. 

Some folks who are rather pessimistic may consider it merely a waste 
of time and money, but we feel rather confident that such a careless state- 
ment could not have come from any person who has had the privilege to 
fellowship with other folks in a several day’s conference or convention. ■ • 

We feel that conferences similar to the above-mentioned afford a won- 
derful opportunity for young people from the various churches to come to- 
gether and live as one family for five or more days. Young people make 
new acquaintances, they learn to cooperate, and they receive inspiration 
from each other. As they mingle and associate in the social life, the reli- 
gious atmosphere of the entire group is richer in its inspiration. The social 
and recreational life, with fun for everyone, is usually just as clean and 
wholesome as anyone could desire it. Morning watch, devotions at break- 
fast, assemblies in the forenoons and lectures at night from the devotional 
and serious side of the conference. Thus there seems to be provisions for a 
well-rounded four-fold life. 

The leaders are an inspiration to every one. Many ideals worthy of 
aspiration are presented and thus with post ideals, successes, spirit and in- 
spirations to build upon, we feel, that anyone attending a Young People’s 
Conference v/ill feel that it will not come short of being an enjoyable, re- 
creational, educational, and inspirational experience for young people.
